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Diocese breaks re

SAN DIEGO — A growth record that stood for almost 
40 years was broken recently by Bishop Leo'T. Maher 
when he announced the establishment of seven. parishes. 


In 1946, the Diocese of San Diego exploded with 
growth brought on by World War II. Bishop Charles 
Buddy, founding bishop of the fledgling diocese, 
established six new parishes that year to meet the needs of 
his people. He set a record for the number of new parishes 
established in one year. 


CITING RAPID growth taking place in San Diego 
County, as well as the positive effects which come from 
smaller parishes, Bishop Maher established seven 
parishes in the last few weeks. 


In a recent interview with Southern Cross, Bishop 
Maher decried the ‘‘cloudy idea that religion is on the 
decline. In fact, we have never before had so many people 
going to church and wanting to get involved.’’ Quoting 
Pope John Paul II, Bishop Maher emphasized that ‘‘the 
parish is still the center of evangelization. Therefore, the 
more’ centers we have, the more will the work of 
evangelization be enhanced.’’ 


Leading the parishes will be priests who are pastors for 
the first time. Father George Byrne, diocesan 
communications director, will leave that post to found St. 
William Church in what is called ‘‘North City West.’’ 
(See map, page 9.) 


FATHER DENNIS Clark, superintendent of schools, 
will continue in that assignment and also be founding 
pastor of Holy Sepulchre parish in Rancho Santa Fe and 
Fairbanks Ranch. St. William and Holy Sepulchre 
parishes are made up of territory presently in St. James 
parish, Solana Beach. 


Father James Poulsen, associate pastor of Our Lady of 
Grace Church in El Cajon, will found St. Gregory the 
Great parish in Scripps Ranch. Father James Rafferty, 
associate at Our Lady of Mount Carmel parish in Rancho 
Penasquitos, will found St. Timothy Church in the south 
end of Escondido, including the area called ‘‘Del Dios.”’ 


Father Robert White, chaplain at University of San 
Diego High School, will found St. Thomas More parish 
in Carlsbad. 


IN THE East County, Father Raymond G. O’Donnell 


. will be founding pastor of St. Luke parish in the 


Cottonwood-Sweetwater area. This area now is served by 
Santa Sophia Church in Spring Valley and Holy Trinity 
Church in El Cajon. Father O’Donnell will leave his 
position as director of the Center for Liturgy and Prayer. 


Father James Caldwell will leave St. Mary Church, 
National City, where he is associate pastor. He will be 
first pastor of St. Jerome parish in Palm City, an area 
now served by St. Charles Church, Imperial Beach.

we have to help us. As a group, they are very. well 
educated and prepared to keep up with the growth of our 
area. Without proper leadership, little can be 
accomplished. The founding pastors need to be persons of 
zeal and vitality, persons who can stir up the faith of their 
communities. I think they will be.”’ 


FATHER STEVEN Dunn, pastor of the year-old 
Corpus Christi parish in Bonita, offered some of his 
impressions on being a founding pastor. Father Dunn 
thinks. people in Bonita ‘‘have a greater sense of 
ownership of the Church’’ because of the new parish. 


“‘Even though no one should ever feel that they are not 
needed,’’ Father Dunn said, ‘‘in an established parish 
people sometimes do feel that way. They look around 
them and it seems like everthing has been taken care of.

‘They feel needed, and for the first time they feel like 
coming forward and making the parish rather than just 
belonging to it,’’ Father Dunn said. ‘‘It’s been a 
wonderful experience for me to be part of all this.’’

‘GOOD NEWS’ NOW — The re-election 

of Eleanor Smeal as president of the National 
Organization for Women is good news for the 
pro-life movement, said Joseph Scheidler, 
director of the Chicago-based Pro-Life Action 


League. ‘‘Smeal plans to advance abortion by - 


taking the fight to the streets. We are on the 
streets all the time and will meet them at every 
turn,’’ said Schiedler, an activist best known 
for ‘‘sidewalk counseling’ outside abortion 
clinics. ‘“That will keep the pro-life issue white 
hot, and that’s good for us, not them,’’ he 
said. 


SOLIDARITY — National prayer and fast 
vigils were held in 30 U.S. cities in a show of 
solidarity with the fast in - Nicaragua of 
Maryknoll Father Miguel D’Escoto, according 
to the Interreligious Task Force on Central 
America. A majority of the vigils began July 
26 and lasted for one or two days while others 
were open-ended, according to Carla Cole of 
the task force. She said the total number of 
participants in the fast, called ‘‘We Hunger for 
Peace,’’ was unavailable but said they ranged 
from 10 to 200 per city. 


POLITICAL PRIESTS — Priests holding 
public or partisan political office are ‘‘a source 
of growing concern to the Holy See,’’ the 
Vatican said in a recent confidential letter to 
bishops’ conferences and religious orders. 
Excerpts of the letter, dated March 25, and a 
Jesuit-prepared summary of it were obtained 
by the National Catholic News Service. ‘‘That 
there are cases, unfortunately not rare, of 
priests who, contrary to the Code of Canon 
Law, accept public offices which carry with 
them participation in the exercise of civil 
power, are a source of growing concern to the 
Holy See,’’ the letter stated. ‘‘These cases 
cause scandal, become sources of division and 
deform the image of the priest,’’ the letter 
added.

MATURE MODELS NEEDED — 
Catholic teachers should be mature models of 
the Christian faith and teach their students 
human and Christian values, Pope John Paul 
II said in a letter released by the Vatican Aug. 
1. “‘The new generations need models, guides 
and witnesses,’’ said the July 17 letter, written 
on behalf of the pope by Vatican Secretary of 
State Cardinal Agostino Casaroli. The letter 
was sent to the 12th World Union of Catholic 
Teachers, meeting July 28-August 3 in 
Toronto. 


ECUMENIST DIES — The Rev. Eugene 
Carson Blake, former general secretary of the 
World Council of Churches and president of 
the National Council of Churches, died July 
31 in Stamford, Conn., where he lived in 
retirement. Blake, 78, a Presbyterian minister, 
was a leading figure in the civil rights 
movement, spoke out against the wave of anti- 
Catholicism that surfaced during John F. 
Kennedy’s presidential campaign and publicly 
disdained the ‘‘communist-hunting’’ tactics 
employed by U.S. Sen. Joseph McCarthy, 
R-Wis., in the early 1950s. He defended Pope 
Paul VI when some Protestants and Catholics 
accused the pontiff of not initiating the reforms 
advocated by the Second Vatican Council. 


HOMOSEXUAL RULING — George- 
town University, despite Catholic teaching 
against homosexual activity, cannot deny two 


homosexual student groups the official 
recognition given other student organizations, 
a three-judge panel of the District of Columbia 
Court of Appeals ruled July 30. But the ruling 


did not go into effect because the full Court of © 


Appeals immediately announced it will hear 
the case. The three-judge panel, in a 2-1 
decision, cited the district’s 1977 Human 
Rights Act and said the homosexual students’ 
rights ‘‘substantially outweigh’? the Catholic 
university’s freedoms of religion and speech 
under the First Amendment. 


LOAN REPORT DENIED — The 
Vatican has denied a report by an Italian 
Communist newspaper that the Vatican bank 
made $172 million worth of loans to the South 
African government. The report appeared 
July 30 in. the Rome Communist daily 7 
Manifesto, which said the loans were made 
during an 18-month period from the middle of 
1982 to the end of 1984. The report said the 
information was based on a World Council of 
Churches report issued in June on bank 
dealings in South Africa. But a WCC official 
denied that the council report supports the 
newspaper story. The Vatican bank ‘‘has 
never made loans directly or indirectly to the 
government of South Africa: The news 
published 
groundless,’’ Vatican press spokesman 
Joaquin Navarro-Valls said July 30.

In separate reports, most delegates 
to a Vatican plenary session of the Secretariat 
for Non-Believers said the ‘‘good life’’ of 
material and technological progress has been 
accompanied by growing religious disinterest 
in their countries. 


U.S. BISHOPS TO KENYA — Four of 
the United States’ 10 black Catholic bishops 
will join an estimated 1,000 U.S. Catholics 


traveling to Nairobi, Kenya, for the 43rd’ 


International Eucharistic Congress Aug. 
11-18. It will mark the first time that a 
eucharistic congress is held in black Africa. 
The only other congress held on the African 
continent was in 1930 in Tunisia.

Goodbody’s Mortuary 
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‘Struggle for justice has affected church teaching’

ALCALA PARK — The movement of 
faith toward ‘‘a yearning and struggle for 
social justice has profoundly affected the 
official teaching of the Catholic Church,”’ 
Gregory Baum told about 100 people at 
USD July 26. 

To many Christians, ‘‘faith has come to 
mean discipleship’? and love includes a 
longing that ‘‘burdens be lifted from the 
shoulders of their neighbors,’’ he said. 


HIS LECTURE, ‘“‘The , Christian 
Faith and Social Justice,’’ was the last of a 
summer series in the Manchester 
Executive Conference Center sponsored 
by the University of San Diego 
continuing education department. 

The theologian called Pope John Paul 
II a ‘“‘pope of the Second World’’ who 
criticizes both ‘‘Soviet communism and 
American capitalism.’’ The _ pontiff 
believes workers in both societies ‘‘bear 
the burdens’’ of their countries but are 
‘‘alienated by not participating in 
decisions affecting the use of the capital 
they produce and the organization of the 
work process in which they are engaged,”’ 
Baum said. 


The Holy Father calls upon workers to 
become ‘‘agents of. social change’’ by 
‘‘creating solidarity’? among themselves 
and asks others ‘‘who love justice to be in 
solidarity with workers,’’-Baum said. 


HE NOTED that eastern European 
‘‘socialist countries grant socio-economic 
rights while denying civil liberties; 
western nations guarantee civil rights but 
not economic rights.”’ 


Although the pope’s teaching on 
workers’ rights has been adopted by 
Canadian and U.S. bishops, a minority of 
people ‘‘act on this principle,’ the 
professor at St. Michael’s College in 
Toronto, Canada, stated. 

Maintaining that ‘‘massive hunger and 
misery’? exist in’ the United States, 
bishops argue for ‘‘the creation of new 
institutions to guarantee people’s 
economic rights’? — for food, shelter, 
work and health care, Baum said. In the 
first draft of their pastoral on Catholic 
social teaching and the U.S. economy, 
they define justice as the ‘“‘struggle to 
have people participate in decisions 
affecting the economy and political life.’’ 


THEIR POSITION also stems from 
earlier conferences and writing of 
bishops. 

The concept of ‘‘the preferential 
option for the poor’’ was developed in a 
document written by Latin American 
bishops meeting in Puebla, Mexico, in 
1979. The writing states that society 
should be looked at ‘‘from the viewpoint 
of its victims, a majority of the 
population,’’ Baum said. 

‘There has always been an option for 
the poor in the Christian tradition,”’ 
Baum: said. Jesus called for a 
“compassionate option for the poor, 
honoring them as sons and daughters of 
God.”’ 


AN ‘‘ASCETICAL option’’ was 
exercised by people in religious orders 
“choosing a simple, detached life’’ to 
come closer to God, he explained.

A ‘‘missionary option emerged among 
priests in France’’ during World War II 
who ‘‘realized the working class had been 
lost to the Church which identified with 
the aristocracy, and later with the middle 


class,’’ Baum said. French clergy serving . 


in the army and in prison camps labeled 
France ‘‘a missionary country and 
thought it necessary to live like the poor to 
make their witness to the. Gospel 
credible.’’ 


The missionary option for the poor was 
discussed at the Second Vatican Council, 
with many bishops ‘‘opting for a simpler 
life for themselves,’’ he added. 


She left her bank job to labor for the Lord

EL CENTRO — An assistant 
operations manager at a bank decided the 
Lord was calling her to work with 
Catholic youth, so last year she left her 
comfortable bank salary to accept a 
church position with a salary that 
depended on the generosity of donors. 


Rachel Lopez, the Imperial Valley 
youth coordinator, thought about the 
reduction in income, but didn’t fret. ‘‘I 
think my mom worried about it more.”’ 


A YEAR later, her contract has been 
renewed and part of her paycheck is 
guaranteed to come from the diocese. 


The parishioner of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Church here recalls making a 
personal commitment to service March 
1982 at an Awakening Retreat. ‘‘That’s 
when I started working for the Lord,’’ she 
said. 


Beginning in 1982 she volunteered in 
youth ministry. She became acquainted 
with Father Bud Kaicher, an associate 
pastor in Calexico, and Lena Ivie, the 


- Valley youth coordinator. When Father 


Kaicher moved to San Diego to become 
diocesan youth office director, he hired 
Ivie as one of his consultants. 

WHEN LOPEZ realized Ivie’s job 
would be open, she and her friends 
prayed for career guidance for her. 


At the time there seemed to be many 


reasons not to accept the job. She was 
living in Brawley and knew she would 
have to move to Calexico or commute 
there (about a 60-mile round trip) each 
day in an older vehicle. 


“I knew the Lord would provide 
somehow. I really felt called to the job,”’ 
Lopez said. She began the job last June. 


DURING THE first months of her 
work, she helped organize a Valley-wide 
youth rally, a’ Halloween dance and a 
walk-run-a-thon for Ethiopia. 


She also helped set up Awakening 
retreats in April and May for 55 
candidates. ‘‘It’s a really intense retreat 
where you come to know more about 
Jesus Christ Himself,’’ she explained. 
She chose candidates who ‘‘know God’’ 
but still need to build a closer relationship 
with Him. 


Retreatants were taught about the 
sacraments and how important it is to be 
an active part of the Church. By retreat’s 
end, many youths have changed or set 
goals and have an ideal, she said. 

SHE AND her husband met through 
the burgeoning Awakening movement in 
the Imperial Valley. She and _ her 
husband, Paul, married last December. 


‘ He works at the Imperial Valley Lumber 


Co., and leads the prayer meetings for 
youth at their parish.

In April she was setting up the 
retreat for the Awakening workers. (It is a 
practice for the actual retreat.) 
‘‘Everything was going wrong.”’ 


When she learned they had no tables to 
use, “‘I totally blew out.’’ She prayed for 
tables, and almost immediately a friend 
came along who was able to help her find 
tables. 


‘‘T HAVE to pray all the time,’’ she 
said. 


“THE PASTORAL option for the 
poor,’’ promoted by some religious 
orders and Catholic dioceses and 
institutions, calls for allocating ‘‘limited 
resources to people at the bottom and at 
the margin.”’ 


The document written at the 1971 
Synod of bishops states that if the 
Church’s teaching on faith and social 
justice is to be credible, people ‘‘have to 
see justice’’ practiced in the Church itself, 
Baum said. This writing deals with 
‘‘remuneration of lay people’? working 
for the Church, ‘‘justice to priests and 
Sisters, and appropriate pluralism”’ in the 
Church. 


However, there is also ‘‘resistance to 
social justice in the Church,’’ Baum 
contends. This ‘‘contradiction in 
Catholicism results not from bad will,’’ 
but from the ‘‘sociological theory’’ of two 
kinds of logic operative in organizations. 


THE ‘‘LOGIC of mission’ is 
concerned with the institution’s goals and 
the ‘“‘logic of maintenance’’ with its 
survival, he explained. ‘‘All 
organizations are tempted’’ to give 
priority to the “‘logic of maintenance,’’ he 
said. 


When ‘‘those in charge of the Catholic 
Church find too much variety in national 
churches, they are afraid the unity of the © 
Church will be threatened. The logic of 
maintenance demands that strictures’’ be 
imposed ‘‘to keep everything together.”’ 
This curtails individual churches from 
moving ‘‘in certain directions’’ according 
to their ‘‘logic of mission,’’ he said. 


Interfaith progress 
in Latin America? 


NEW YORK — A ‘four-day 
conference that is expected to lead to a 
breakthrough in Catholic-Jewish dialogue 
throughout Latin America will be held in 
Bogota, Columbia, Aug. 18-21. 


Sponsored by the Latin American 
Bishops’ Conference (CELAM), the 
Latin American Jewish Congress and the. 
Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B’rith, 
the assembly will attract delegates — 
including 37 bishops — from nearly every 
country in Central and South America. 


ACCORDING TO Rabbi Leon 
Klenicki, director of ADL’s Department 
of Interreligious Affairs, the conference 
agenda will be based on _ guidelines 
prepared by him at the request of Bishop 
Antonio Quarracino of Argentina, 
president of CELAM. 


The guidelines, he said, cover the 
history of the relationship between 
Catholics and Jews since the 
promulgation in 1965 of Nostra Aetate, the 
Vatican II declaration which put the 
relationship on a new footing. 


The guidelines also analyze the effect of 
the Puebla Document issued by the Latin 
American bishops in 1979.

Assumption expresses dignity 
of the body 


Although the sacred liturgy is primarily the expression of our 
worship, it is also the great teacher of our faith. The ancient 
Latin principle is Lex orandt, lex credendi: how we pray proclaims 
what we believe. The Solemnity of the Assumption of Mary into 
heaven, which we celebrate on August 15, has an important 
lesson of faith to teach us. 


In the opening prayer of the Mass the priest indicates what we 
are celebrating. He prays: ‘‘All powerful and living God, you 
raised the sinless Virgin Mary, mother of your Son, body and 
soul to the glory of heaven.’’ The prayer is explicit. It is not 
satisfied to profess that Mary was taken up to heaven; it adds the 
important words, ‘‘body and soul.’’ This addition suggests the 
importance and value of the human body in the eyes of God. 


I can remember that when I was a child I heard devout people 
say something like, ‘‘When I die, they can just put my body in 
the ground and throw dirt over it because it is the soul that 


counts.’’ Perhaps these words were a mild protest against the 


expenses of an elaborate funeral (I grew up during the depression 
of the ‘30s), but they flowed from opinions which were not 
shaped by the doctrine contained in the feast of the Assumption. 
The fact that Mary was taken up body as well as soul into heaven 
shows us that the complete human person is precious and 
valuable in God’s eyes. The Church does not advocate elaborate 
caskets for the dead, but does insist that the body be afforded 
proper respect as a temple of the Holy Spirit which will share in 
.the resurrection of Christ on the last day. 


Mary’s assumption is a pledge or promise of our bodily 
resurrection. In the Preface of the Mass we hear the priest say, 
“‘Father...today the virgin Mother of God was taken up into 
heaven to be the beginning and the pattern of the Church in its 
perfection, and a sign of hope and comfort for your people on 
their pilgrim way.”’ 


Just how our human bodies, which turn to dust in the grave, 
will be restored and raised to glory we cannot fully understand. 
St. Paul in the fifteenth chapter of his First Letter to the 
Corinthians discusses the problem. Underlying his ideas is his 
realization that there are phenomena in nature which we accept 
but which cannot be fully understood, one of which is the manner 
in which a tiny seed, buried in the earth, grows into a beautiful 
and vigorous plant. 


St. Paul writes: ‘“‘The seed you sow does not germinate unless 
it dies. When you sow, you do not sow the full-blown plant, but a 
kernel of wheat or some other grain. God gives body to it as He 
pleases — to each seed its own fruition. What is sown in the earth 
is subject to decay, what rises is incorruptible. Weakness is sown, 
strength rises up. A natural body is put down and a spiritual 
body comes up”’ (1 Cor. 15: 36-44 passim). 


In the opening prayer of the Mass for the Assumption, the 
priest makes this petition for us, ‘ “May we see heaven as our final 
goal and come to share (Mary’s) glory.’’ It is an appropriate 
prayer on this feast because Mary’s Assumption shows us that 
heaven is indeed the goal for us in both soul and body.

‘We believe God exists’ 


(NC) — Here is the Vatican text of Pope John Paul II’s remarks in 
English at his latest general audience address. 


When we say ‘‘We believe in God”’ we are expressing our firm 
conviction that God exists, even though He is invisible. At the 
same time, we believe that the invisible God manifests His 
existence through His works. As one of the psalms says: ‘The 
heavens proclaim the glory of God and the firmament shows 
forth the work of his hands. Day unto day takes up the story, and 
night unto night makes known the message.’” The marvelous 
discoveries of the modern sciences confirm this same truth, 
leading us to recognize the existence of a supreme intelligence 
which created the universe and gives it order. 


We believe then that God exists. Yet even more importantly, 
we are able to know who God is, because He has revealed 
Himself to humanity. One of the best examples of this self- 
revelation of God is found in the book of Exodus, when God 
manifested His presence to Moses by means of a burning bush, 
which was not consumed by the flames. When Moses drew near 
to the bush, God spoke to him and even revealed His name: ‘‘I 
am who am.”’ 


The sacred Scriptures give us many different names of God, 
such as Lord, Love, Compassionate One, Faithful One, Holy 
One, and so forth. But the name which Moses heard from the 
midst of the burning bush is the root of all the others. ‘‘I am who 
am’” tells us of the very essence of God, that He is a subsistent 
being. Before this God who subsists in Himself and in whom we 
believe, it is truly right to kneel in adoration and to lift our voices 
in praise.

On ‘Catholic’ mail solicitation 
Q.: Recently I have been getting all sorts of mail from 


various ‘‘Catholic’’ groups. Although some of these 
solicitations seem authentic, others seem rather unusual. 
One mailing even referred to itself as the ‘‘Catholic Weight 
Losers Association.’’? Does a group have to meet certain 
requirements before it can call itself ‘“Catholic’’? 


A.: First of all, it is important to distinguish between the civil 


~ and the canon law on this issue. As Catholics, we do not ‘‘own’’ 


the name ‘‘Catholic,’’ according to the civil law. Thus, we 
cannot prohibit any group or undertaking from assuming the 
name ‘‘Catholic,’’ even if we believe the name is misleading or 
fradulent. 


However, the situation is different in the canon law. 
According to the 1983 Code of Ganon Law, an undertaking, 
association, school or university which wants to use the naine 
Catholic’? must do so only with approval from ‘‘competent 
ecclesiastical authority.’’ 


The meaning of the term ‘‘competent ecclesiastical authority’’. - 


depends upon the scope of a particular undertaking. If some 
group wishes to use the name ‘‘Catholic’’ internationally, for 
example, it would have to seek the approval of the Holy See. On 
the national level, such a group would seek the permission of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops. On the diocesan level, 
such a group would seek the permission of the diocesan bishop. 


The purpose behind this legislation is clear. The faithful have a 
right to be protected from false or misleading representations. 
Thus, competent ecclesiastical authority should make sure, prior 
to granting permission for the use of the name “‘Catholic,’’ that 
any undertaking really forms part of the mission of the Church. 
Frivolous use of the name ‘‘Catholic’’ is not permitted. Also 
important would be an organization’s fidelity to the official 
teaching of the Church and a willingness to cooperate with 
church authority. 


There are special laws concerning the use of the name 
“‘Catholic’’ in schools and universities. Generally speaking, the 
requirements here are fairly stringent because of the tremendous 
power education plays in our lives. 


Finally, competent ecclesiastical authority also has the 
responsibility of overseeing the catholicity of a duly designated 
organization. Thus, authority has the right to regulate certain 
aspects of an organization, particularly when questions of 
Catholic authority arise.

If I were asked to set a single criterion for Christianity, 
it would not be church membership, nor even an 
acknowledgment that Jesus is the Son of God. It would 
not be a simple, undefined orientation towards love. It 
would be a commitment to forgiveness. 


If we were to apply that criterion to all who claim to be 
Christians, our ranks would probably suffer immediate 
depopulation. Of course, love and forgiveness are so 
inextricably interwoven, that the command to love should 
suffice. Unfortunately, we do not always recognize when 
we are witholding love or forgiveness. Usually we obscure 
our true feelings with all kinds of excuses and 
justifications. 


FOR SOME REASON, it is easy for most of us to 
claim to ‘‘still love’’ even when we are in the throes of 
anger. It is virtually impossible to admit forgiveness and 
mean it and still remain in anger. We do not necessarily 
see love as precluding anger, but at the same time 
recognize that forgiveness must negate anger. 


Obviously the world’s Christian population is not good 
at forgiveness. We may love excellently in our limited 
family environment and yet harbor enough 
unforgivingness to keep Satan’s hellfires blazing merrily, 
in our attitude to those whom we believe have injured us

or whom we simply do not like. Whole countries of 
Christians spend their lives at each other’s throats because 
of some ancient fancied, or real wrong, and yet attend 
services that preach and pray of love. Love, most of us are 
prepared to accept. Forgiveness? That’s another matter. 


Unforgiveness is a two-edged weapon. With it we may 
feel that we are punishing someone else, but we are at the 
same time destroying ourselves. One of the first steps in 
healing — whether psychological or ‘‘faith’’ — is to bring 
the wounded to the point where forgiveness is possible 
and where he or she is prepared to be open enough to take 
the decision to forgive. Forgive oneself, forgive another, 
forgive “‘life’? — whatever. 


HANNAH MORE, an 18th century English author 
once wrote: ‘‘A Christian will find it cheaper to pardon 
than to resent. Forgiveness savés the expense of anger, the 
cost of hatred, the waste of spirits.’’ Forgiveness may be 
expensive in pride and self-justification, but it is a bargain 
by any other standards. It halts, not only the ‘‘waste of 
spirits’? but the sapping of health. 


When we really see our loving Jesus on the cross, can 
we doubt that what raises Him so far beyond our reach is 
His commitment to forgiveness? Who among_us loves as 
Jesus does? Not me, of course, although I secretly feel that 


The Cause of Serra — 


There was a rebirth in California of the Franciscans in 
1885, but a province was not formed until 1915. Since 
Father Junfpero Serra was a Franciscan, it was up to that 
order to be the prime mover of the cause. So, the starting 
point was Mission Santa Barbara. There was a copy of 
Father Francisco Palou’s life of Serra and numerous Serra 
letters. The order found letters to him and materials 
about him in the mission archives. Research was 
explained to other diocesan archives and secular research 
centers such as the Bancroft and Huntington Libraries. 


After California, other United States archives and 
depositories were contacted. The University of Texas in 
Austin yielded the greatest amount of documentation 
outside of California. Mexico was the next most 
productive source despite the fact that archives were in the 
hands of an anti-clerical government. Spain, with 
emphasis on Mallorca, Madrid and Seville, contained 
millions of pages of documentation concerning Spanish 
America. Rome was the next stop in the quest.

The recent flood of news stories concerning the fuss 
about Coca-Coia and pressures from people to bring back 
the original Coke formula are very revealing. The stories 
highlight the way the media decide what news to push at 
highest pitch. It’s hard to believe this insignificant item 
was the top national news story for a few days. 


But that’s American news, operating at show-biz levels. 
One week the story is hostages; the next week it’s the 
return of the ‘‘classic’’ soft drink; the following week it 
involves us all with intimate details of the president’s 
health. Truly our media chew up the news and 
regurgitate it at a frantic pace hitherto unheard of. 


COCA-COLA GOT off the hook of pressure by saying 
it was bringing back its original formula drink under the 
name ‘‘Classic.’’ That gave the same media people other 
opportunities as they asked their listeners, ‘‘What things 
would you like to have brought back?’’ (It recalls a 
modern dictum: as soon as they make something that 
works and is popular, they pull it off the market.) A few of 
the answers were interesting: white tennis balls, sneakers 
without those built-up back heels, the original Mustang. 

Not to be outdone, the thought occurred here: ‘‘What 
things do Catholics want brought back? What are the 
‘classic’ things they miss??? Here are a few (in no 
particular order), but you are free to add your own: 


e Sunday afternoon Benediction. 


ALL OF this material had to be made into four copies 
of microfilm: one each for Mission Santa Barbara, the 
archives of the Monterey-Fresno diocese, the Franciscan 
Curia in Rome and the Congregation of Rites in Rome. 
In the meantime, the reputed remains had to be examined 
and identified. In January of 1944, Father Serra’s 
remains were removed from his grave at Mission San 
Carlos Borromeo in Carmel, examined, identified and 
buried in a new coffin.

In addition to the remains of Father Serra, those of his 
co-laborers, Father Juan Crespi, Julian Lopez and 
Fermin de Lasuen also were exhumed, as was the body of 
Don Juan de la Guerra y Carrillo, a Spanish soldier who 
was likewise interred beneath the sanctuary floor of 
Carmel Mission. Four doctors were called in to make 


Forgiveness is a bargain 


I come pretty close considering all my provocations. Not 
any one else I know and that’s for sure. 


Who among us forgives as Jesus does? I don’t think any 
of us could dare to answer that affirmatively. God may be 
totally forgiving, but I am not God — and besides, my 
unforgiveness is justified, because of the provocation I 
suffer. Jesus could forgive totally because He was God. I 
am not God and so I cannot be expected to forgive like 
that.

BUT THAT is the whole point, isn’t it? We are 
expected to forgive like God.

We are always looking for easy ways to walk the 
Christian path, but forgiveness looks too difficult for us to 
recognize it for the bargain it is. St. Augustine is said to 
have declared ‘“‘love and do what you will.’’ That’s a 
marvelous statement to live by, but how about adding, 
‘‘Forgive and be free.’’ 


It is not questionable to look for love and forgiveness in 
the bargain basement of Christian endeavor — they 
always carry a discount label. Whatever the price, their 
value far exceeds it and the more they are used, the easier 
life becomes and the more rewarding. It is a.deal far too 
good to pass up!

® Solemnity at special Masses (instead of the scurry, 
bustle and the feeling that it’s-not-all-together at similar 
liturgies of today). 

©The sense of ‘‘well-being’’ and feeling of 
accomplishment in keeping Lent and Advent under the 
old traditions, i.e., observing fast and abstinence (rather 


than the ‘‘nothing happening’’ mood of today).

There is, as 
Ecclesiastes says, a time to weep, contrary to the liturgical 
claims that we must be joyful at a funeral, where a tear is 
considered sinful.

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K of C convention 
focuses on youth 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Concern 
for youth was stressed in- resolutions 
studied at the 103rd annual convention of 
the Supreme Council of the Knights of 
Columbus here. 


The August 6-8 convention was 
expected to attract 3,000 delegates and 
visitors. 


HOWEVER, ONLY 429 were voting 
delegates. They served as the official 
representatives of the 1.4 million 
members of the world’s largest Catholic 
fraternal society, active in the United 
States, Canada, Mexico, the Philippines, 
Puerto Rico, Guatemala, the Dominican 
Republic, Guam, the Virgin Islands and 
Panama. 


One resolution called on the Supreme 
Council, the society’s highest legislative 
and policy body, to establish a special 
commission on youth which would 
“‘prepare a new, all-encompassing plan’”’ 
of youth programs and policies to make a 
“‘real and positive impact’’ on youth. 


Two other resolutions from different 
state jurisdictions asked the society to 
study the feasibility of establishing an 
official branch for young women. One 
resolution suggested this group be called 
the Columbian Squirrettes and a second 
resolution proposes the name Knights’ 
Daughters. 


THE YOUNG women’s organization 
would become a counterpart to the 
Columbian Squires, a unit officially 


sponsored by the knights for young men 


ages 12-17. 


The knights were also called to 
establish programs to educate young 
people on the danger of drugs and 
alcohol. One jurisdiction recommended 
sponsoring a ‘“‘punt, pass and _ kick’’ 
football program for young athletes 
similar to the free-throw basketball 
program now sponsored by the knights in 
almost every jurisdiction.

An Adolescent In The Family 


Adolescence is a difficult in-between stage in life and many adolescents often act in 
extreme ways. At one point they may appear very reckless and irresponsible, almost as a 
cry for increased parental support and direction. Other times, they may seem independent 
and grown up, resenting any sign of parental authority. 

Parents must have flexibility to know when their adolescents need more supervision, 
and when they need to be allowed to test their judgment and independent capabilities. It is 
often difficult to size up which approach is called for, so it is important for parents to work 
together.

to world peace and civil rights. Not all of 
them are Christians, but they have all 
caught the joy of Christ’s words, ‘‘Blessed 
are the peacemakers...’’ 


PEACE AND justice for these fine 
people includes a search for ways that 
countries can co-exist, that the races and 
the sexes can be respected and that life 
itself be respected. 


Sometimes these people have had to 
fight clouds of their own unknowing, and 
sometimes they have walked paths that 
have been lonely and unpopular.

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Marriage threatened, 
Vatican group says

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Practices which view 
“‘sexual freedom as the ultimate liberation of woman’”’ 
threaten marriage, the family and Third World cultural 
values, said members of the Vatican delegation to the 
U.N. World Conference for Women. é 


The delegation to the July 15-26 meeting in Nairobi, 
Kenya, voiced its concerns in a declaration made at the 
conference ending the United Nations Decade for 
Women. 


THE AUGUST 2 issue of L’Osservatore Romano, the 
Vatican newspaper, published the declaration, signed by 
Bishop Paul Cordes, delegation head and vice president of 
the Pontifical Council for the Laity. 


The Vatican delegation said it had ‘‘serious concern’”’ 
that family planning and other resolutions adopted by the 
conference ‘‘are obstacles to or diminish the process of 
authentic human development.’’ 


“SOME FAMILY planning practices, which 


presuppose as an ideological base sexual freedom as the’ 


ultimate liberation of woman, are particularly 


worrisome,’’ the delegation said. 


It added that such practices, ‘‘promoted by rich and 
powerful institutions, threaten the unity and stability of 
marriage and the family, not to mention the cultural 
values of Third World countries.”’ 


The delegation did not specify to which ‘‘rich and 
powerful institutions’’ it referred: One of the strongest 
forces at the meeting was the International Planned 
Parenthood Federation. 


AT THE meeting, Avabai B. Wadia, president of 
International Planned Parenthood, which has affiliates in 
120 nations, defended the organization’s policies. 


“All the developed countries are using contraception in 
planning...families,’’ she said. ‘‘Why should there be any 
objection if developing countries voluntarily take up these 
programs and want smaller families they can care for?”’ 


The Catholic Church has urged natural means of 
family planning when planning is necessary, while 
consistently condemning use of artificial means of birth 
control. 


THE VATICAN delegation also criticized conference 
policies as insufficient to promote equality of women and 
world peace, through political and economic measures. 


“*Political changes and socioeconomic progress are not 
sufficient to guarantee the advancement of women,’’ it 
said. ; 


These ‘‘do not consider the ethical and anthropological 
questions that furnish a basis and stable orientation’’ for 
advancement of women and toward peace. 


‘““THE PARTICIPATION of a greater number of 
women in the life of society is not in itself sufficient,’’ the 
delegation said. ‘Women cannot simply be considered a 
‘human resource.’ If the usual sexual stereotypes are not 
to be maintained because of their discriminatory nature, 
the alternative cannot be a uniformity of human beings. 


“*The unique contribution of woman and her particular 
nature are not sufficiently reflected in the strategies, and 
so the diversity and the richness of humanity do not 
succeed in coming forth,’’ it added. 


The Vatican also voiced support for several resolutions 
adopted by the conference, including measures ‘‘to 
overcome all discrimination’’ based ‘‘simply on sex,’’ to 
support ‘‘the family as the fundamental unit of society”’ 
and to respect the maternal nature of women. 


THE VATICAN also supported resolutions which 
oppose treating women as “‘objects of pleasure’’ and 
complained that the conference “‘did not adequately 
develop criticism of permissivism and_ sexual 
irresponsibility.”’

‘Unfair campaign waged against Ratzinger’

ROME (NC) — Cardinal Henri de Lubac, the French 
theologian who was once silenced for his progressive 
views, has said that unfair, ‘‘defamatory’’ campaigns are 
being waged against Pope John Paul II and Cardinal 
Joseph Ratzinger, head of the Vatican Congregation for 
the Doctrine of the Faith. 


Cardinal de Lubac, 89, said in an interview with an 
Italian magazine that the pope had worked hard at the 
Second Vatican Council and had applied ‘‘both the letter 
and the spirit”’ of its teachings. 


““TO SUSPECT him of the contrary is a deception,’’ 
the cardinal said. 


Cardinal de Lubac praised Cardinal Ratzinger as an 
“*excellent theologian’’ who is unafraid to openly confront 
fundamental questions. 


“‘If sometimes he has found himself in the middle of 
polemics, it’s certainly not his fault,’’ Cardinal de Lubac 
said in the interview, which was published in the July 
issue of the Italian Catholic magazine 30 Giorni (30 
Days). Excerpts from the interview also appeared in the 
Aug. 4 issue of National Catholic Register, published in 
Los Angeles. 


THE CRITICS of the pope’s frequent international 
trips, Cardinal de Lubac said, are trying to keep the pope 
‘*a prisoner in his Vatican.’’ But the pope has an “‘urgent 
need’’ to make such trips — to unify local churches that 
risk isolating themselves, he said. 


“‘The temptation of dismemberment is very strong 
today and is the real symptom of the crisis that is spoken 
of everywhere,’’ he said. ‘‘Legitimate diversity and 
autonomy are one thing, but separatist withdrawals are 
another.’’ 

He pointed to the pope’s recent trip to the Netherlands, 
where the pope wanted ‘‘to confirm, in the faith and in 
unity, those who want to remain faithful.’’ 


THE POPE has called an extraordinary Synod of 
Bishops later this year to evaluate the Church’s 20 years’ 
experience after the Second Vatican Council. Some critics 
have suggested that the pope is attempting to limit the 
council’s application. 


“*T would like to underline how hard the pope worked at 
the council and how much he wrote and made it known 
and applied, both in its spirit and its letter,’’ said 
Cardinal de Lubac, who was a peritus, or expert, at the 
council. 


His own view, he added, was that ‘‘despite the 
effervescence that the council produced, we are way 
behind in understanding and applying its real meaning.”’ 


‘“*FOR THIS reason, I think it’s a good decision that 
20 years after the close (of the council), the pope is calling 
us to an examination of conscience or, if you prefer, a 
weighing that can permit a new burst of momentum,”’ he 
said. 


Speaking on another topic that has become part of the 
pre-synod debate, Cardinal de Lubac called national 
bishops’ conferences ‘‘very important’? on a practical 
level, but-not an ‘‘essential’’ part of the Church. He said 
there was a risk that large bishops’ conferences — like that 
of the United States — could overwhelm the individual 
bishop’s sense of initiative. Such conferences also risk 
“‘usurping the power and responsibility belonging to each 
bishop,’’ he said. 


Cardinal Ratzinger made a similar point in a book of 
conversations published earlier this year in Italy. 


CARDINAL RATZINGER has “‘broken with certain 
habits of silence, for which his predecessors were 
criticized,’’ Cardinal de Lubac said. He praised the 
doctrinal congregation head for facing problems with 
“‘calmness, simplicity, measuredness, great respect for 
people and a smile.’’

Latest immigration measure: still in limbo

WASHINGTON (NC) — In the eyes of the U.S. 
Catholic Conference the latest immigration proposal 
before the Senate ‘‘is no solution’ to the complex 
immigration reform question because it would keep 
millions of illegal aliens in limbo. 


The Senate Judiciary Committee approved a bill July 
30 that was modified to include automatic legalization for 
illegal aliens within three years of the bill’s enactment. 
However, there would be no delay in imposing sanctions 
against employers who hire illegal aliens. 


THE USCC supports legalizing the status of many of 
the aliens working in the United States. The conference, 
along with Hispanic organizations, has opposed employer 
sanctions, saying the threat 'of penalties could be used as 
an excuse by employers to discriminate against ethnic 

- groups. 

Father Nicholas DiMarzio, executive director of the 
USCC Migration and Refugee Services, said the Senate 
committee bill ‘“‘is no solution’? because it does not 
simultaneously address the issues of legalization and 
employer sanctions. 


Testifying before a Senate subcommittee in June, 
Father DiMarzio said the conference opposed the 
proposal because the bad features outweighed the good. 
The Judiciary Committee modification does not change 
the USCC’s opinion of the bill, he said. 


WITH THIS plan, ‘‘what happens in the meantime?”’

sanctions provision without 
legalization mechanism will result in increased hardship

for the undocumented in our society.”’ 


Hispanic groups opposing the measure went so far as to 
say that illegal aliens would be trapped as ‘‘indentured 
servants’’ until the legalization program began. Richard 
P. Fajardo, an attorney for the Mexican American Legal 
Defense and Educational Fund, said the program would 
be ‘‘a cruel joke’’ for many undocumented workers. 


The number of illegal aliens in the United States has 
been estimated at anywhere from three million to more 
than twice that many. 


THE SENATE Judiciary Committee approved its 
modified proposal by a vote of 12 to 4 after its chief 
sponsor, Sen. Alan K. Simpson, R-Wyo., agreed to the 
automatic legalization provision. 


Simpson had sought to permit legalization only after a 
new commission certified that enforcement provisions in 
the bill were cutting back the flow of illegal immigration. 
The compromise would still create the commission but 
would allow legalization in three years even if a report has 
not been issued by-then. 


The USCC also opposes the provision to expand the 
temporary worker program ‘‘without any guarantee of 
improvement in the working conditions of this ‘at-risk’ 
population,’’ according to Father DiMarzio. 


HE SAID the USCC is still studying the bill in the 
House Subcommittee on Immigration Affairs. 


Hearings are scheduled for this fall on the House 
proposal, one which would begin legalization 
simultaneously with employer sanctions. 


It would create an enforcement office in the Justice 
Department to prosecute employers who use the bill as an 
excuse to discriminate against ethnic groups. 
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Quiet diplomacy failed, 
hostages’ relatives say

WASHINGTON (NC) —.Three relatives of a priest 
held in Lebanon and families of other kidnapped 


. Americans urged the Reagan administration July 30 to 


agree that there is a full-scale hostage crisis instead of 
practicing what the relatives called a failed policy of 
“quiet diplomacy.”’ 

At a press conference in Washington July 30, members 
of families of some of the seven Americans held captive in 
Lebanon, including relatives of Servite Father Lawrence 
Martin Jenco, called for public attention and high-level 
government meetings like the ones which followed the 
TWA hijacking in June. 

PEGGY SAY, sister of Terry Anderson, chief Middle 
East correspondent for the Associated Press, said, ‘‘We 
want the administration to make this a hostage crisis’’ like 
the TWA hostage crisis. 


John Weir, son of the Rev. Benjamin Weir, a 
Presbyterian minister, said, ‘‘Quiet diplomacy didn’t 
work. It’s time for public diplomacy.’’ 

The family members met with national security affairs 
adviser Robert C. McFarlane July 31 as part of their 
campaign to focus attention on the hostages. 


AFTER MEETING with McFarlane, John Jenco, 
nephew of Father Jenco, said, ‘‘We. welcome the 
continuation of quiet diplomacy, but feel it can be 
supplemented with additional actions.’’ 


White House spokesman Larry Speakes said July 31 
that the administration was ‘‘in contact with numerous 
individuals and governments in the region in an effort to 
free these people’’ but believed that “talking about what 
we are doing’’ would be counterproductive. 


The seven Americans held in Lebanon were kidnapped 
one at a time over the past two years. Father Jenco was 
Catholic Relief Services director in Beirut when he was 
kidnapped Jan. 8 by the Islamic Jihad (Holy War). 


SINCE THEN his family has worked for his release. 
John Jenco took part in the July 30 press conference along 
with the priest’s sister and brother, Mae Mihelich and 
Joseph Jenco. 


““How many hostages does it take to make a hostage 
crisis?...Obviously seven is not enough,”’ said Jeremy 
Levin, former Cable News Network bureau chief in 
Beirut who was held for 11 months in Lebanon before he 
escaped. 


Levin said the U.S. government has not made people ~ 


aware of the reason the Americans have been kidnapped. 
The kidnappers are seeking the release of prisoners held 


in Kuwaiti jails, he said, and the United States should 


negotiate. 

REP. ROBERT K. Dornan, R-Calif., said he did not 
believe the United States should exchange prisoners 
because it would be giving in to killers, but Say interjected 
that the families have been careful to avoid any name- 
calling. “‘I am appealing to them as humanitarians,’’ she 
said. 


She said she fears President Reagan has not met with 
her because ‘‘he knew our families are not coming home. 
I want him to see our faces. I want to make it as difficult 
as possible to let my brother die.’’ 


Mihelich said in an interview after the press conference 
that her family will continue traveling around the United 
States to keep Father Jenco’s cause before the public, 
even “‘if we have to mortgage our houses”’ to do so. 


CATHOLIC RELIEF Services has provided the 
family with $5,000 to meet its expenses, and $15,000 has 
been raised in the priest’s hometown of Joliet, Il. 


Father Jenco’s sister said that she found many people 
believe the original seven’ American hostages were 
released when the last 39 men from the hijacked TWA 
jetliner were freed in June. 


Mihelich said the prisoners in Kuwait should be 
exchanged for the Americans “‘if it can be done.”’ 


LUCILLE LEVIN, wife of the former hostage, said 
that when her husband was taken captive she was told by 
the State Department not to go to the press but that 
eventually she felt the public needed to know what was 
happening. 

The Americans are not being held by “‘shadowy 
groups’ with shadowy goals, she said. ‘They are 
relatives of people being held. They want their prisoners 
back. This is war and in war there is an exchange of 
prisoners.’ 


The kidnappers took religious men, university leaders 
and members of the press because they “‘thought these 
people were the treasure of America,’’ said Mrs. Levin. 
Judging from America’s response, ‘‘it may be they 
thought wrong,”’ she said.

Special events mark bomb anniversaries

With prayers, Masses and other special events, 
Catholics including Pope John Paul II urged peace and 
commemorated the 40th anniversary of the atomic bomb 
attacks on Japan. 


Special activities in the worldwide observance of the 
unleashing of nuclear terror in 1945 included the tying of 
a 15-mile ‘‘peace ribbon’’ around the Pentagon and 
government buildings in metropolitan Washington, D.C. 
Catholic parishes contributed pieces of the ribbon. 


U.S. BISHOPS issued letters and statements noting 
the anniversary of the bombings and calling on parishes to 
weave peace and justice themes into their liturgies. Some 
churches also scheduled special ringings of their bells to 
mark the anniversary. 


Hiroshima was bombed on Aug. 6, 1945, and N agasaki 
three days later. 


Pope John Paul Aug. 4 said that commemorations of 
the bombings should ‘‘be an incentive to renew our efforts 
for peace.’’ He announced his plans to celebrate a Mass 
in Castelgandolfo, site of the papal summer villa, Aug. 6 
to pray for peace and to remember Pope Paul VI, who 
died on that day in 1978. 


““‘WE MUST pray to the Lord that humanity be saved 
from the horror of an atomic scourge and that the nuclear 
holocaust that hit Hiroshima and N agasaki be an 
incentive to renew our efforts for peace,’’ the pontiff said 
during his Sunday Angelus address to several thousand 
tourists and pilgrims at Castelgandolfo. 


An Aug. 4 editorial in the Vatican newspaper 
L’Osservatore Romano also commemorated the 40th 
anniversary of the bombings and said that the atomic era 
“places at stake the very survival of the human species 
and of life on the planet.”’ 


The newspaper said every pope since the bombings has 
strongly condemned nuclear warfare and advocated arms 
control, 


IN 1981, Pope John Paul visited Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki and said that ‘‘to remember Hiroshima is to 
abhor nuclear war.’’ 


Archbishop Roger M. Mahony, newly appointed 
archbishop of Los Angeles, journeyed to Japan to 
represent the U.S. bishops in Hiroshima at ceremonies 
marking the 40th anniversary of the bombing. 


He took with him a statement by the president of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops, Bishop James 
W. Malone of Youngstown, Ohio, praying ‘‘that, with 
God’s grace, we can create a peaceful world in which a 
nuclear holocaust will never occur again.” 


““REMEMBERANCE OF what happened at Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki, and of the tragedies of violence 
which occurred and which go on occurring to this very 
day, gives us a profound incentive to renew our efforts’’ 
for peace, Bishop Malone’s statement said. 


In the Archdiocese of Baltimore, Archbishop William 
Borders sent a letter to priests asking their. parishes to 
participate in a ‘‘Day of Remembrance” for the victims 
of war and suggested that ‘‘in remembering Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki we will commit ourselves to a repudiation 
of any further use of nuclear weapons.”’ 


Baltimore Auxiliary Bishop John Ricard celebrated an 
evening Mass Aug. 3 in which the bombings were 
remembered. Paraphrasing excerpts from a statement 
prepared by Baltimore’s bishops for the commemorative 
activities, he said the world has envisioned a “‘false 
choice’’ of either nuclear terror or surrender in solving 
problems. In a sense, because of the Hiroshima and _ 
Nagasaki bombings, paradise has been lost, he said. 


AN INTERFAITH prayer service outside Denver at 
the Rocky Flats nuclear weapons factory Aug. 4, drew 
about 200 participants, many of them Catholic. 


The Diocese of Rockford, Ill., scheduled a week of 
various commemorative events, many of them 
ecumenical. At one prayer service Father James 
McLoughlin of Geneva, Ill., one of 39 Americans held 
hostage in June in Lebanon after the hijacking of a TWA 
jetliner, tied the horror of nuclear warfare to other threats 
to peace such as his own captivity. 

, We must continue to pray and speak out on public 
policy on behalf of peace and justice,’’ he said. ‘“‘The 
stakes are too high (for us) to remain silent.’’ 


Archbishop Mahony will ‘affirm value of life’ in Japan

SANTA BARBARA (NC) — Archbishop Roger M. 
Mahony said he saw his attendance at an early August 
memorial service for atomic bomb victims in Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki, Japan, as an affirmation of the value of 
human life. 


“The linkage of our countries shows that the value of 
human life and the value of our nations and people are 
much greater than our differences. 


“IT SHOWS the futility of war,”’ he said in an Aug. 1 
interview with The Tidings, newspaper of the Los 
Angeles archdiocese. 


Archbishop Mahony, appointed archbishop of Los 
Angeles July 16, was interviewed before his departure for 
Japan, where he was to represent the U.S. bishops at an 
Aug. 5 service sponsored by the Japanese bishops 
marking the 40th anniversary of the bombings of 
‘Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 


At the service Archbishop Mahony was to deliver a 
message from Bishop James W. Malone of Youngstown, 
Ohio, president of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, calling for the creation of a peaceful world ‘‘in 
which a nuclear holocaust will never occur again.’’ 


THE NEWLY named archbishop, who will be 
installed as head of the archdiocese Sept. 5, was in Santa 
Barbara giving a retreat on peace and justice that had 
been scheduled before his appointment to Los Angeles. 


“No matter how horrible weapons get,’’ Archbishop 
Mahony told The Tidings, ‘‘they never really solve 
anything, or really help us. I see this visit as part of a 
healing process, and a way that we both acknowledge a 
lesson from the war. 

“The Japanese government began a surprise war on 
us. We ended it with a surprise bomb for them. Neither 
one of us benefited anything from it. I see that as a lesson 
for the world. And we need to keep saying it,’’ he said. 
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Immaculata parish is first to serve Dinner-A-Year

SAN DIEGO — “‘I felt like a million dollars ,”’ a 
resident of St. Vincent De Paul Shelter said after being 
served a roast beef dinner July 7 by parishioners of the 
Immaculata. The experience, which resembled being 
served in a restaurant, gave the homeless man ‘“‘hope to 
go out and look for a job on Monday.” ; 

‘It was a worthwhile endeavor,’’ Robert Besson said. 
‘We made a contribution to the lives of people who need 
assistance.” 

BESSON WAS one of 25 volunteers who obtained, 
prepared and served the 200 residents roast beef, baked 
potatoes, green beans, a tossed salad and homemade 
pastries. They responded to an appeal of Father Joseph 
Carroll, St. Vincent De Paul Center director, that 
parishes participate in the Dinner-a-Year program at the 
7th and Ash Street facility. 

If 52 parishes commit themselves to this project, they 
would procure, prepare and serve a Sunday dinner to the 
residents only once a year, Sister Christine Giordano, 
CSJ(c), shelter supervisor explained. 


However, only one other parish besides the 
Immaculata has set a date for this event, Besson said, who 
schedules times for the parishes. 


THE DINNER-a-Year program gives Catholics ‘‘an 


opportunity to care for’’ and interact with ‘‘those less 
fortunate...and realize they aren’t so different’? from 
others, Sister Christine said. ‘‘My hidden hope is that the 
residents,’’ many of them non-practicing Christians, will 
return to their churches through: this ‘‘connection with 
other church members.”’ 


The shelter accepts homeless people, ‘‘referred by 62 
local social service agencies and churches, who are 
emotionally stable enough to live in a large group,’’ she 
said. Between 20 and 25 are turned away daily from the 
former El Cortez Travelator which is filled each night, she 
added. 

The age of residents can range from babies a few days 
old to people'in their 90s. 

SERVICES PROVIDED by the shelter include daily 


breakfast and dinner served by staff and volunteers; 
medical services donated by physicians, nurses and other 


health care workers; and classes on parenting, money 
management and stress management, Sister Christine 
said. Most of the residents receive lunch at the Catholic 
Worker soup kitchen. 


According to the supervisor, the shelter offers three 
types of programs. In the emergency program clients 
remain one night and are referred to an appropriate 
agency for additional help. 


A majority of the occupants are housed 14 days as they 
‘set goals for their needs and work with the sponsoring 
agency which continues their care,’’ she said. 


THREE FAMILIES currently in the shelter’s ‘‘pilot 
program’’ will remain 90 days and ‘‘receive weekly 
counseling on their goal to become self-supporting.”’ 
These employed residents pay 10 percent of their income 
for rent. The three-month stay at the shelter enables them 
to save money for their own housing, she said.

Everybody Wants to Rule the World marks Tears 
for Fears first step into the Top 40 charts. Their 
sound grew popular enough to rise into the Top 10. 


The song’s message is unclear and difficult to 
understand. However, a few ideas do surface. 
Apparently, their “‘rule’’ is chiefly about having 
whatever you want in life and whenever you want 
it. The lyrics state: ‘‘Of freedom and of pleasure, 
nothing lasts forever. Everybody wants to rule the 
world.”’ 


Few of us aspire to do as the song suggests and 
rule the world. Yet, having some control over our 
own lives is important. This type of power and 
control results from discipline and self-direction. 
Rarely is it attained only by seeking fun and 
pleasure. 


To rule the direction in our lives, we need a clear 
idea about where we want to go. This means setting 
goals and working hard to reach them. 


Part of reaching goals is having the discipline to 
keep trying. Perhaps someone has set a vocational 
goal, for example, to become a doctor. Such a goal 
requires a long-range effort to get good grades, both 
through high school and college. It will entail 
sacrifices. Perhaps the person with this goal won’t 
be able to socialize as much as others or participate 
in every sport he or she likes. 


Working toward goals does not mean that our 
lives should be joyless. Indeed, we need to find a 
balance between working for goals and time spent in 
activities that renew us. 


Finding such a balance takes time and 
experience. As we learn to work hard when 
appropriate and to take enjoyable, renewing breaks 
from our efforts, we establish the type of drive that 
enables us to reach our goals. 


I encourage each of you to spend time setting 
goals for your future. You possess the power and 
gifts to plan and make decisions about your life. 
You can be a ruler of your direction in life.

Vote on campus ministry pastoral delayed 


WASHINGTON (NC) — A revised draft of a 
proposed pastoral letter on campus ministry will be ready 
for U.S. bishops to discuss this fall but the vote on the 
letter has been pushed back to November 1986, according 
to its drafters. 


Bishop William B. Friend of Alexandria-Shreveport, 
La., head of the committee preparing the pastoral, said 
the committee hopes to report on the progress of the 
pastoral to the administrative committee of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops in September prior to 
discussion by the full body of bishops at their Nov. 11-15 
meeting in Washington. 


FATHER JOSEPH Kenna, the bishops’ conference’s 


representative for campus ministry, said July 23 that 
although the vote on the pastoral had been expected at 
this fall’s meeting, it has tentatively been rescheduled for 
the. November 1986 meeting because of the heavy 
revisions required in the document. 


When the first draft of the pastoral was discussed at the 
bishops’ June meeting in Collegeville; Minn., a 


substantial number of bishops asked for major revisions. 
Many of the bishops said they thought that too much 
emphasis was placed in the first draft on higher education 
in general instead of on campus ministry specifically. 


Bishop Friend, in an announcement issued by the 
NCCB in Washington July 22, said his committee has 
developed a new outline and is revising the document to 
present “‘a better integration of the concerns of campus 
ministers and education with the Church’s teaching on 
ministry.’ 


THE PASTORAL will address issues such as 
leadership training, the importance of social justice and 
the role of campus ministry in helping the modern 


university come to grips with crucial questions of today, 
he said. 


The document, The Quest for Wisdom: The Church in 
Dialogue with Higher Education, is aimed at the Church’s 
ministry to about four million Catholics and many others 
facing new religious questions as students at the nation’s 
public and private colleges. 


Attendance at optional religion classes up

BROOKLYN, N.Y. (NC) — Attendance at optional 
courses in religion is increasing at extraordinary rates all 
over the country, according to two New York professors. 


“The chief religions of the west, Christianity and 
Judaism, are the focus of the new religious revival,’’ said 
James B. Wiggins, chairman of the religion department 
at Syracuse University and executive director of the 
American Academy of Religion. 


JAMES CARSE, a professor of religious studies at 
New York University, said when he first came to the 
university 18 years ago there were five students enrolled 
in religion courses. 


“Today there are more than 700 and we would have 
more religion students if we had the faculty to teach 
them,’’ he said. 


In his course, ‘“The Idea of God in the Western 
World,’’ Carse devoted a lecture to the study of such 


mystics as St. Teresa of Avila and St. John of the Cross 
and observed that mystics seek to empty their own egos, 
ambitions, emotions and worldly desire. 


AFTER CLASS, a former Catholic elementary school 
student said, ‘‘When I left grade school, I was imbued 
with a set of rules to practice my faith, but I really didn’t 
understand fully the origin or the logic of these 
injunctions. 


“‘This course has helped me to understand what my 
religion is all about after some years of estrangement,’’ he 
said. 


Tierney Finn, another Catholic, said, ‘‘I wanted to 
know more about my own religion’s place in the history of 
all faiths. I believed my own religious commitment would 
be strengthened if I knew more about other religions.”’ 


““THE MORE I learn, the more I want to know and 


the stronger my personal faith becomes,”’ she said.

Mas de 600,000 personas han participado que desde 
hace dos afios viene desarrollando el III Encuentro 


. Hispano de Pastoral, cuya primera etapa culminard en 


Washington D.C. entre el 15 y el 18 de agosto, dijo Pablo 
Sedillo, director del Secretariado de Asuntos Hispanos de 


la Conferencia Nacional de Obispos en los Estados 
Unidos. 


Esta ha sido la mayor consulta hispana realizada hasta 
el presente: se han tenido reuniones a_ nivel local, 
diocesano, regional y nacional; y decenas de miles de 
entrevistas familiares. 


CONVOCADO EN diciembre por los obispos de los 
Estados Unidos, en su carta pastoral sobre los hispanos, el 
III Encuentro ha suscitado muchas expectativas. Entre 
varios de los actuales participantes ha conseguido ya 
grandes logros. 


“‘E] fruto mayor del Encuentro ha sido el desarrollo del 
liderazgo entre todas nuestras gentes, pero especialmente 
entre los hispanos,’’ dijo el obispo’ de Portland, Ore., 
Paul Waldschmidt. Uno de estos nuevos dirigentes, dijo, 
es José Ramén Méndez, un didcono permanente que ha 
sido el coordinador diocesano del Encuentro. ‘‘Es ahora 
uno de los pilares de nuestra Iglesia,’’ dijo el Obispo 
Waldschmidt. 


“El Encuentro es un medio para que los hispanos

como familias,’’ dijo Mavi Torres, quien junto con su 
esposo preside el Movimiento Familiar Cristiano, que 
agrupa a 5,000 hogares. 


SIN EMBARGO, un proceso que consulta a un pueblo 
cuya evangelizacidn es sospecha, tiene sus detractores. 
Hace algunos ajios el Padre Albert Nevins de Maryknoll, 
editor retirado del seminario nacional catdélico Our 
Sunday Visitor, dijo: ‘‘No conozco otro grupo que 
parezca tener tantas reuniones (encuentros, como ellos los 
llaman) y que con ello logre tan pocos resultados.’’

Mujeres hispanas estan afectadas 
por cultura ‘rural tradicional’ 


APOPKA, Fla. (NC) — Las mujeres hispanas que 
viven en zonas rurales, sienten que la cultura ‘“‘rural 
tradicional’ atin les afecta en su vida en la Iglesia y en la 
sociedad y recomendaron que la Iglesia use su influencia 
para asegurarles sus derechos de mujer. 


Estas fueron algunas de las afirmaciones dadas a 
conocer por la Didcesis de Orlando, en un informe sobre 
las relaciones de las mujeres hispanas en el drea rural. Un 
informe anterior, hecho puiblico el 24 de junio, dijo que 
las mujeres quieren mayor reconocimiento por su trabajo 
en la Iglesia y mas participacidn en puestos de dirigencia. 


EL PRIMER informe inclufa el testimonio de mas de 
mil mujeres en reuniones en 9 parroquias, llevadas a cabo 
en preparacién para el primer borrador de la Carta 
Pastoral de los Obispos de los Estados Unidos sobre la 
mujer en la Iglesia y en la sociedad.

E] ultimo informe recomienda que la Iglesia use su 
influencia para que se les asegure a las mujeres hispanas 
oe rural: cuidado infantil de calidad y bajo costo; 
iguales oportunidades dentro de la Iglesia; habilidades 
bdsicas de supervivencia; y que la Iglesia sea un ejemplo 
de lo que predica sobre la dignidad de las mujeres. 


SAN DIEGO — ‘‘Voces de Peregrinos,’’ un programa 
religiosa de 15 minutos, cada semana incluye entrevistas, 
oraciones, canciones, un mini-drama de actuacion, y 
comentario breve por un obispo catdélico. El programa es 


producido por la Conferencia Catdélica de California y se 
emitira sobre las estaciones KMJC-AM (9.10), en El 
Cajon, los sdbados a las 7:15 a.m. y KICO-AM (14.90), 
en Calexico, los viernes a las 8:45 p.m. ~ 


hispano-parlantes, dentro de la Conferencia Nacional de 
Obispos de los EE.UU. 


Los reportes histéricos muestran que este comité 
trabajo por aliviar problemas de vivienda, malnutricion, 
mortalidad infantil y maternal y delincuencia. En 1946 se 
distribuyeron etiquetas con esta frase: ‘‘Somos 
Catdlicos.’’ Los obispos dijeron que ‘‘se pidid a los 
parrocos solicitar a sus feligreses que colocaran estas 
etiquetas a las puertas de sus viviendas, como un medio 
para desalentar a los Testigos de Jehovd y a otros que 
hacfan proselitismo de casa en casa.’’ 


EL WI ENCUENTRO es un esfuerzo laborioso 
encaminado a descubrir qué piensan los hispanos acerca 
de su fe. Se inicid con la seleccién de equipos méviles 
diocesanos en 1983. Estos equipos analizaron los 
resultados del Segundo Encuentro realizado en 1977; 
hicieron consultas con varios movimientos eclesiales como 
el Cursillo y las Comunidades Cristianas de Base y 
entrevistaron a catdlicos alejados. 


. El Padre Mario Vizcaino, director de la Oficina 
Regional para Hispanos en el Sudoeste, dijo que 
solamente en el drea de Miami se contactaron 11,000 
personas. 


En la primavera de 1984 se reunieron en Chicago 400 
dirigentes diocesanos para escoger y fijar las prioridades y 
eligieron: evangelizacién, justicia social, educacién 
integral, juventud y formacién de lfderes. Los equipos de 
las didcesis trabajaron luego con grupos de base, en 
Parroquias. y comunidades, a fin de preparar 
recomendaciones para los encuentros diocesanos y 
regionales.' Después de la asamblea nacional en 
Washington, un comité de edicién revisara y publicard las 
resoluciones aprobadas por los 1,000 delegados de todo el 
pais, para presentarlas a los obispos junto con un plan 
pastoral nacional. 


AUNQUE ESTE plan pastoral no serd obligatorio 
para ningun obispo, los hispanos confian en que los 
ayudard. Al respecto, el Padre Juan Romero, 
coordinador general del Tercer Encuentro, dijo: 
“‘Necesitamos este plan para alentar a las parroquias y 
didcesis que no tienen una organizacién pastoral 
adaptada a los hispanos y para dar lfneas de unidad a 
quienes si tienen ya una especffica planificacién.’’ Dijo 
que sabia solamente de seis o siete didcesis que poseen 
planeacidn pastoral hispana. 


“‘El plan no es sdlo para nuestras gentes,’’ declaré el

Hispana de la costa occidental. ‘“Todos necesitan un plan 
pastoral, porque éste proporciona la oportunidad de 
conocer cudles son las necesidades de la Iglesia, y de 
atender a ellas de acuerdo con lo que el Evangelio tiene 
para ofrecer.”’ 


En el proceso, los hispanos enfocaron sobre sf mismos y 
sus propios valores, algunas de las espectativas del 
Encuentro; pero la gran mayorfa de sus esperanzas las 
pusieron en la Iglesia. Resolvieron ‘‘mantener nuestras 
tradiciones, nuestra religiosidad popular, redescubrir 
nuestra identidad, y compartir nuestra cultura y talentos 
con toda la Iglesia.’’ 


ALGUNAS DE las cosas que pidieron a la Iglesia van a 
necesitar una seria inversién econdmica. Por ejemplo, los 
hispahos recomendaron la creacidn de un Centro 
Nacional de Pastoral, de estaciones difusoras de radio y 
televisién en espafiol, de ‘publicaciones bilingiies; una 
respuesta a las “‘necesidades bdsicas de seguridad, 
dignidad, salud, vivienda, alimentos y empleo’’; centros 
diocesanos de formacidn en justicia social y programas 
bilingiies en las escuelas catdlicas. Pero algunos opinan 
que los hispanos deben depender mds de sf mismos. 


“Es un error pedir y pedir,’’ dijo el Obispo de Las 
Cruces, N.M., Ricardo Ramfrez. ‘‘Yo creo que debe ser 
propio nuestro el esfuerzo por nuestra evangelizacion. 
Tenemos que ser responsables de nosotros mismos. Esto 
debe ser una empresa de todos: un empeiio total.’’ 


“El objetivo es cambiar el antiguo modelo de una 
Iglesia a donde acudiamos solo para recibir algo asf como 
‘paquetes de regalo,’ por un nuevo modelo de Iglesia — 
comunidad a la cual pertenezco y en la cual participo,’’ 
dijo la Hermana Dominga Zapata, directora del Instituto 
de Pastoral del Medio-oeste. ‘‘La efectividad del plan sera 
determinada por quienes tienen el poder y por la 
comunidad hispana. La mayorfa de nuestra gente no se 
beneficiard si solo se trata de un bonito libro en un 
estante. Esto fue lo que sucedid con el Segundo 
Encuentro. Y la comunidad, que implementaré el plan, 
Idgicamente no quiere’ uno ya completamente hecho, 
terminado, fijo, inmutable.’’

Pese a que cinco Obipos se sumaron solidariamente al 


_ayuno, a pedido de la Organizacién de Comunidades 


Cristianas, el Cardenal Ernesto Corripio Ahumada, de la 
Ciudad de México, y otros obispos, han prohibido a los 
catdlicos de sus didcesis usar las iglesias de sus parroquias 
u otras propiedades, para el ayuno o la oracién por 
Nicaragua. 


EN UNA conferencia de prensa en la Ciudad de 
México, el portavoz de la Conferencia de Obispos, Padre 
Francisco Ramirez Meza, dijo que la dirigencia de la 
Conferencia no permitird que las iglesias sean usadas en 
“‘actos que atentan contra la vida,’’ o que ““tengan una 
connotacion politica.’’

Capsule Movie Reviews 


Mad Max Beyond Thunderdome 

In this his third outing, that angst-ridden, two-fisted roamer of the post-Armageddon 
Australian Outback, Mad Max (Mel Gibson), encounters civilization, not as we know it but 
even worse. The place is Bartertown, ruled over by Aunty Entity (Tina Turner in run-proof 
chain mail stockings). After sundry adventure, Max is driven out into the desert again and 
becomes a cult figure for a tribe of lost children. There’s a final showdown with the 
Bartertowners involving a chase with the usual assortment of bizarre vehicles. It’s all rather 
violent but not excessively so, and there is more than a touch of solemn purpose about the 
movie, embodying as it does the appalling consequences of nuclear holocaust. The message 
has both a good and bad effect, elevating the rowdy goings-on but at the same time slowing 
things down. Fairly good entertainment for action fans with the violence making it mature 
fare. The U.S. Catholic Conference has classified it A-III — adults. The Motion Picture 
Association of America rating is PG-13 — parents are strongly cautioned to give special 
guidance for attendance of children under 13. 


The Heavenly Kid ‘ 

This feeble effort is yet another movie about a gawky teen-ager being tutored in what does 
duty for the social graces these days. His tutor is a teen-ager killed in the early ’60s and sent 
back to Earth to earn his wings by helping a young nerd, who turns out to be his own son. 
Predictably, the boy turns out to be too quick a study and has to be taken down a peg before 
the happy ending. Mediocre entertainment at best. Contrived, clumsy, not very funny and 
manipulatively sentimental. The U.S. Catholic Conference has classified it A-III — adults — 
because of its rather muddled moral outlook. The Motion Picture Association of America 
rating is PG-13 — parents are strongly cautioned to give special guidance for attendance of 
children under 13.

There’s a very graphic, appealing and challenging advertisement 
running currently in some Catholic papers. It is quite large and its 
headline is ‘‘Are you weak enough to be a missionary?”’ 

The Trinity Missions vocation department is to be congratulated 
for such a thought provoking message, so well illustrated and 
displayed. Using Jesus as the example of missionary work, the ad 
copy says: 

“Jesus the Christ was profoundly weak. He wept over Jerusalem. 

.He expressed disappointment at his friends’ apathy and painful 
sorrow at their betrayal. In fear of a lonely and unappreciated death 
he sweat blood. Jesus was a servant: suffering, ambiguous and 
healing.”’ 

The short, powerful text of the ad says that Jesus’ ‘‘missionary 
handbook”’ is unAmerican. ‘‘You received without charge, give 
without charge. Provide yourselves with no gold or silver, not even a 
few coppers, with no haversack for the journey or spare tunic or 
footwear or staff... am sending you out like sheep among wolves.”’ 

The missionary challenge. No luggage to impede and delay. Yes, 
it takes ‘‘weakness”’ to be a missionary, to turn your back on all that 
our culture holds materially precious. 

Are you weak enough to be a missionary? Are you generous 


enough to help those who are? In a moment of weakness, write a big 
check!

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Paulist TV film shows 
Ethiopia is ‘land of hope’

NEW YORK (NC) “‘Almost 
everybody knows the horror by now. 
What we wanted to do was to give some 
perspective and to convey the nobility of 
the people and show that there was hope, 
thanks to the generosity of the American 
people and to the wonderful work of 
groups like Catholic Relief Services.’’ 


The subject was the television program 


Inside Ethiopia: Land of Famine, Land of 


‘Hope, and the speaker, in a phone 


conversation, was Paulist Father Ellwood 
Kieser, the energetic and dedicated head 
of Paulist Productions. 


FATHER KIESER, a prime mover in 
the field of religious broadcasting, 
achieved a major breakthrough last spring 
when his production of The Fourth Wise 
Man, starring Martin Sheen and Alan 
Arkin, was broadcast in prime time. 


He teamed up last December with Cliff 
Robertson, an actor who time and time 
again has demonstrated his deep social 
commitment, and they went to Ethiopia. 


“We visited four refugee camps at 
Makelle, Korem, Harbu and Bati,’’ 
Father Kieser said, ‘‘and we were 
overwhelmed by what we saw. We fell in 
love with the people of Ethiopia. They 
were able to maintain their dignity and 
their joy in living despite the appalling 
catastrophe that had overtaken them. 

““‘WHEN WE came back, we were 
determined to do our part to bring a 
message to the American people — a 
message that there is hope, that aid is 
getting through, that people are being 
fed, but that much more is needed.”’ 


Once back in the states, Father Kieser 
and Robertson made the talk-show 
circuit, including Phil Donahue and 
Merv Griffin, and also appeared on 
network news programs. 


Inside Ethiopia was produced with 
major financial support from Group 
W-Westinghouse. William Baker, 
president of the broadcasting-cable 
divisions of Group W, spearheaded the 
Westinghouse funding commitment as 
well as the syndicator’s decision to air the 
program on its five owned-and-operated 
stations. 


Inside Ethiopia is a 30-minute film 
narrated by Robertson that combines 
footage 


shot during the trip and 


interviews with experts, segments meant 
to provide the perspective Father Kieser 
wanted. 


The experts are M. Peter McPherson, 
administrator of the Agency for 
International Development; Rep. Ted 
Weiss, D-N.Y.; Henry Jackson, director 
of African studies at Hunter College; and 
Ken Hackett, senior adviser for Africa for 
Catholic Relief Services. 


It’s worth noting that two of these men 
differ significantly in their assessments. 
McPherson has nothing but praise for the 
response of the Reagan administration to 
the crisis. Weiss, on the other hand, is 
sharply critical, urging a government 
commitment to spend $500 to $600 
million for food purchase for Ethiopia 
over the next six months. 

«THE FILM contains the kind of heart- 
rending scenes that have seared the 
American conscience in recent months 
and provoked an unprecedented 
outpouring of relief funds. 


But Inside Ethiopia also shows that the 
aid sent so far is indeed having an effect. 
An Irish nurse, for example, tells how the 
children are divided up into groups with 
the most severely malnourished being fed 
five times a day. 


But the program makes clear that the 
crisis is far from surmounted and a vast 
influx of food is still needed. In some 
parts of the country, a grimmer type of 
selection than that described by the Irish 
nurse still goes on: harried relief workers 
mark the foreheads of people to indicate 
those who will be fed and those who are so 
far gone that, given the available 
resources, they must be left to die. 


Inside Ethiopia is a co-production of 
Paulist and Group W Broadcasting. In 
addition to the Group W stations, the 
program is being broadcast on all the 
Metromedia and Cap Cities stations as 
well as many other TV outlets throughout 
the country at the end of July and the 
beginning of August. 


‘*There will probably never again be an 
opportunity to do so much good with so 
little money,’’ said Father Kieser, 
explaining that it costs but $1 to feed an 
Ethiopian child for a week.
